County needs anew 
substation, sheriff says 
B. J. Conley 


A sheriff department sub- 
station is needed on the east 
side of Charlevoix County, 
Sheriff Don Schneider told 
the county board of commis- 
sioners at a Nov. 9 meeting at 
the county building. 

“The original substation in 
Boyne Falls is too small. 
There’s been a lot of growth 
on the east side of the 
county,” Sheriff Schneider 
said. “I’m embarrassed of 
the substation as it is today.” 

The sheriff’s office has had 
to use outside storage facili- 
ties, some of the police vehi- 
cles are parked at the Boyne 
Falls school garage and 
when deputies respond with 
a snowmobile they have to 
get one from the other side of 
the county and bring it over 
to the east side, the sheriff 
said. 

County commissioner Ron 
Reinhardt said he agrees 
that something is needed in 
Boyne Falls, but that the 
plans are overly ambitious. 

“T think it’s too large, it’s a 
little bit of overkill,” Rein- 
hardt said. 

The sheriff said the size of 
approximately 58 feet in 
width and 88 feet in length 
for the building is needed for 
storage of vehicles im- 
pounded when some cases go 
to court and for a wash rack

Dear Melanie, 

When I talk about 
Baby Step 4, which is 
saving 15 percent of your 
income for retirement, 
I’m talking about 15 per- 
cent of your gross an- 
nual pay. Now, you don’t 
have to get too nerdy 
about it. It’s not like 
youre going to die a pau- 
per if you only save 14 
percent, or be ridicu- 
lously extra-wealthy if 
you save 16 percent. The 
bottom line is you should 
be able to save $7,500 a 
year if you make $50,000 
annually. That’s only 
about $600 a month.

Dear Shannon, 

First, let’s take a look 
at the two types of real 
estate auctions, absolute 
auctions and auctions 
with reserve. With an ab- 
solute auction, whatever 
the house sells for, that’s 
it. When the hammer 
drops, you’ve sold the 
house. An auction with 
reserve is where the 
seller, or his agent, re- 
serves the right to accept 
or decline any and all 
bids. A minimum price 
may or may not be dis- 
closed, and the seller re- 
serves the right to accept 
or decline any bid within 
a specified timeframe. 

As a general rule, auc- 
tions are not going to 
bring retail price. People 
who go to them are look- 
ing for a deal, so you’ve 
got to be willing to ac- 
cept less than what the 
property’s actually 
worth. Essentially, what 
you're doing is drawing 
out the vultures and hop- 
ing one of them will get 
excited and pay a price 
close to retail. 

Take a good look at 
your properties, the 
neighborhoods they’re 
in, and decide what 
youre willing to accept. 
Then, talk it over witha 
quality auctioneer in 
your area. I’ve done 
pretty well selling prop- 
erties at auction, and I’ve 
also found some great 
deals buying properties 
at auction. Of course, 
that meant someone else 
didn’t do so well!

Q: I have just entered into 
arelationship with aman 
whom I really love and care 
for. I have one small but nag- 
ging concern about our rela- 
tionship — I’m 22 years old 
and he’s almost 40. Is this a 
problem?

Juli: Even though, in your 
mind, parents should greet 
an engagement with a lot of 
enthusiasm, it’s fairly nor- 
mal for them to have some 
anxiety, and even hostility. 
You’ve already touched on 
the idea that it will be diffi- 
cult for your mom to let you 
go. Your marriage means a 
huge transition, not only in 
your relationship with her, 
but in her own life. Give her 
time to adjust to the idea of 
losing you. 

Having said that, your par- 
ents may also have legitimate 
concerns about your engage- 
ment. Often they can see 
something that you can’t. For 
example, they may observe 
that your fiance is control-

ling or rude. If they’re hit- 
ting on something that could 
be true, validate the concern. 
You could say, “I can see what 
youre saying. That’s why we 
are going through premarital 
counseling.” This mature at- 
titude will assure your par- 
ents that you’re going into 
marriage with your eyes 
wide open and that you’re 
aware of possible red flags. If 
your parents continue to 
harp on the same concerns, 
remind them that you’ve al- 
ready talked about that and 
considered their advice. 

Also, be careful not to put 
your fiance in the middle of 
the drama with your parents. 
Emotions are probably run- 
ning high on all sides. Don’t 
make decisions or state- 
ments that could do lasting 
damage to the long-term rela- 
tionships. Your parents will 
likely come around to sup- 
porting your engagement 
and marriage. In the mean- 
time, reaffirm your love for 
them, acknowledging that 
this is a tough time for them.

Since 2000, over 35,000 chil- 
dren have had their adop- 
tions finalized on this 
commemorative day. Ac- 
cording to the Adoption and 
Foster Care Analysis and 
Reporting System, (AF- 
CARS) nearly 53,000 chil- 
dren were adopted with 
public agency involvement 
in 2010, with a median age 
just over 5 years old. The 
AFCARS also reported 
there were over 408,000 chil- 
dren in the foster care sys- 
tem nationally as of 
September of 2010, indicat- 
ing a resounding need and 
call for adoptive parents. 

Here in Michigan, ap- 
proximately 15,000 children 
live in some type of foster 
care setting, of which 17 
percent are legally avail- 
able for adoption. While 
many parents are perhaps 
considering the possibility 
of adopting a child, they 
may be hesitant by the per- 
ception that the adoption 
process is complex and ex- 
tended, unaware that in 
today’s world that has 
changed considerably. 

After trying to have chil- 
dren for several years, 
Petoskey area residents, 
Jeff and Amanda Bruney 
adopted their first child, 
Mya, back in 2008 and re- 
cently adopted their second 
child, Gavin. 

Amanda Bruney states, 
“The process wasn’t nearly 
as scary as we thought it 
would be. We took it in 
small steps; starting by at- 
tending and informational 
meeting, filled out some pa- 
perwork, and that was fol- 
lowed by a home study 


assessment where a repre- 
sentative visited our home. 
It was a very laid back expe- 
rience, and I found it in- 
triguing to learn what we 
said about each other and 
how we view our life as a 
family. Shelia Davis, the Di- 
rector/Referral Coordina- 
tor at Heaven Sent 
Adoption Services, helped 
to walk us through each 
step the adoption process.” 

Heaven Sent Adoption 
Services, Inc is a licensed, 
non-profit Michigan Child 
Placing 

Agency located in 
Charlevoix, with offices 
also located in Grand 
Rapids, Lansing and Kala- 
mazoo. Founded in 2004, 
the organization has 
agency workers available 
throughout Michigan who 
have experienced the adop- 
tion process personally, ei- 
ther as an adoptive parent, 
birthparent or as an 
adoptee. These caring pro- 
fessionals assist potential 
adoptive parents and birth- 
parents in making an adop- 
tion plan, bolstering an 
understanding that adop- 
tion is a journey that can be 
an extraordinary experi- 
ence. 

Shelia Davis observes, 
“We help parents consider- 
ing adopting a child which 
type of adoption they would 
like to pursue; an infant or 
a child from the foster care 
system. The home study as- 
sessment, which is valid for 
a one-year period, includes 
interviews about their 
childhood, family life and 
what has made them inter- 
ested in adopting a child. 
We have them take a physi- 
cal, and conduct a back- 
ground check and clearance 
from the Department of 
Human Sevices. Typically, 
the assessment takes be- 
tween six to eight weeks, 
and most families are 
matched with a child 


within a one year period.” 
Heaven Sent Adoption 
Services also assists birth- 
mothers, with pregnancy 
counseling and in exploring 
both parenting and adop- 
tion options. Should the 
birthmother choose to 
make an adoption plan, 
their representative helps 
with that process, such as 
making decisions of what 
qualities they are looking 
for in an adoptive family. 
“That includes a wide 
range of considerations,” 
Davis relates. “Such as 
whether they would like 
parents who live in the city 
or acountry setting, 
whether they have siblings 
or religious preferences. 
Parent profiles are pre- 
sented to the birthmother 
for review, and they can 
pick a family from among 
those profiles, or they can 
meet with and interview 
prospective adoptive par-

ents. They also have the 
possible option of staying 
in touch with the family 
after the adoption is com- 
plete.” 

For Jeff and Amanda 
Bruney, and their children 
Gavin and Mya, the adop- 
tion process was a loving, 
rewarding, and even a rela- 
tively brief one. 

“Mya was born in Indi- 
ana in July 2008,” Amanda 
reflects. “We had started 
the adoption process in 
April of 2008 and we were 
approved by end of June. 
We found out about her the 
day after she was born.” 

She continues, “Shelia 
(Davis) told us that finding 
an adoptive child that 
quickly was a one in a mil- 
lion situation. Amazingly, 
when we decided in Sep- 
tember of 2010 that we 
would try to adopt a second 
child, and renewed our ap- 
plication and assessment, 


Gavin was born April here 
in Northern Michigan. We 
also found out about him 
day after he was born.” 

Amanda notes that her 
and her husband have a 
good relationship with 
Gavin’s birthmother, and 
stays in touch Mya’s birth- 
mother via email. 

“We have a very happy 
family,” she reflects, “There 
always seems to be children 
waiting for adoption. It is so

important for those who 
have it in their hearts to be- 
come adoptive parents to at- 
tend an orientation session, 
study the informational 
packet provided, and find 
out if this may be some- 
thing they should pursue.”

Health Department Awarded Grant for Early Childhood Behavioral Health Initiative 


The Health Department of Northwest Michi- 
gan has received a $5,000 grant from the 
Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area Community 
Foundation to support the launch of a new 
“Parent Support Partner” program for families 
with young children who are experiencing all 
kinds of behavior issues. The Parent Support 
Partner program is one facet of a comprehen- 
sive approach to improving access to behav- 
ioral health services for young children in 
Charlevoix, Emmet, and northern Antrim 
counties. 

“We are just delighted to receive the support 
of the local community foundation. We are ex- 
cited to launch this new program, and to be 
able to support local parents and to help them 
access resources for their children,” said Na- 
talie Kasiborski, coordinator of the Health De- 
partment’s Early Childhood Behavioral Health 
Initiative. “Katie Harris, the Parent Support 
Partner—a peer parent herself—is now avail- 
able for families from Charlevoix, Emmet, and 


northern Antrim counties. There is no charge 
for the program,” she said. 

The Parent Support Program is aimed at par- 
ents and caregivers of children ages 0-5 witha 
behavioral health concern. “We estimate ap- 
proximately 12% of children through age 5 ex- 
periences a social or emotional issue that 
impacts learning, overall functioning, develop- 
ment, and school-readiness,” said Kasiborski. 
In Charlevoix, Emmet, and northern Antrim 
counties, that translates to nearly 340 young 
children. 

“We know there are a lot of families who are 
concerned about their children’s social or emo- 
tional development. We’re here to help and sup- 
port them to cope with temper tantrums to 
concerns about emerging mental illness and 
everything in between,” she said. “Early inter- 
vention is key to school success.” 

“The community has really come together to 
support the Early Childhood Behavioral Health 
Initiative,” said Kasiborski. “We’re working 


closely with Charlevoix-Emmet Intermediate 
School District, Great Start, and North Coun- 
try Community Mental Health Services to im- 
prove local access to behavioral health 
services.” 

The Early Childhood Behavioral Health Ini- 
tiative is supported with grants from the Frey 
Foundation, Petoskey-Harbor Springs Area 
Community Foundation, and United Way of 
Charlevoix & Emmet Counties. 

The Health Department of Northwest Michi-

mon than it once was, 
thanks to the varicella vac- 
cine,” said Joshua Meyer- 
son, MD, Medical Director 
for the Health Department 
of Northwest Michigan. 
“Tt’s not usually a serious 
illness, but it can cause se- 
rious complications, such 
as pneumonia and meningi- 
tis. Even a relatively mild 
case of chickenpox can 
cause an infected child to 
lose a week or more of 
school.” 

The Health Department 
is working closely with the 
school to control the out- 
break. School officials are 
in frequent contact with 
public health nurses to 
track new cases. Everyone 
is urged to get fully immu- 
nized, especially individu- 
als who have been exposed 
to chickenpox. 

“Tt may not be too late for 
some people who are at risk 
of contracting chicken- 
pox,” Meyerson said. “Vac- 
cination within 8 to 5 days 
of exposure is effective at 
preventing the illness—and 
it helps stop the spread of 
the disease.’ 

Meyerson is not only con- 
cerned about students con- 
tracting chicken pox. 
“There are individuals in 
every community who are 
not able to get vaccines. 
The greater the number of 
immunized people around 
these vulnerable children 
and adults, the more they 
are protected from the ill- 
ness,” he said. 

For example, chickenpox 
poses risks to the fetus if a 
mother contracts it during 
pregnancy, but pregnant 
women cannot get vacci- 
nated against the disease. 
Others who are at risk of 
contracting chickenpox be- 
cause they cannot receive 
the varicella vaccine are 
children or adults who have 
a weakened immune sys- 
tem from an illness or med- 
ication and children or 
adults who are allergic to 
vaccine components. 

“That’s why students who 
are under-immunized will 
be excluded from school for 
up to 21 days until there are 
no new cases. We take out- 
breaks of communicable 
diseases very seriously.” 

The Health Department 
is mandated by the Michi- 
gan Public Health Code to 
promote wellness, prevent 
disease, provide quality 
healthcare, address health 
problems of vulnerable 
populations, and protect 
the environment for the 
residents and visitors of 
Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Emmet, and Otsego coun- 
ties.
